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Miracle’ as man 

surprises medics 


GRANDFATHER Brian Brooks 
has astounded doctors who gave 
him just 12 months to live after 
finding tumours in both his 
colon and liver. 

A year after Mr Brooks, aged 72, 
was given the shocking prognosis he 
is beaming with joy and in 
remission. 

Speaking from their home in Nornea 
Lane, near Stuntney, Mr Brooks and his 
wife, Nicky, both dedicated Christians, 
describe it as a “miracle”. 

Mr Brooks said: “To be told you have 12 
months to live and then to have completely 
healed 12 months down the line, we 
believe, is a miracle. 

“Obviously there is always the risk that 
cancer can come back but I am now in 
remission and that is something that 
doctors did not believe was possible.” 

It was on September 6 last year that Mr 
Brooks was diagnosed with cancer of the 
colon and liver. He had randomly decided 
to undergo a bowel screening test at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, which showed 
there was a huge tumour in his colon. 
Further scans then showed the cancer had 
spread to Mr Brooks’ liver. 

Even after gruelling chemotherapy 
doctors at Addenbrooke’s Hospital feared 
the tumours would not clear. 

Hospital experts have described Mr 
Brooks’ recovery as “astonishing” and say 
they have never seen anything like it. 

It was when Mr Brooks was about to 
start chemotherapy that a nurse 
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mentioned a special trial, called FOXFIRE. 

The trial, spearheaded by Cancer 
Research UK and the Bobby Moore Fund, 
was testing a new treatment called radio - 
embolisation, a form of internal radio¬ 
therapy. 

Mr Brooks put his name forward - and to 
his surprise, was one of thousands of 
people to be picked to take part. 

Mrs Brooks, 67, said: “Again, it was 
completely random - Brian’s name was 
picked and he underwent the trial 
alongside his chemotherapy. 

“We’ve just had the results back and 
Addenbrooke’s can’t believe its success - 
they say they are astonished.” 

The treatment killed Mr Brooks’ liver 
tumours and because the chemotherapy 
shrank the tumours in his bowel, surgeons 
were then able to operate - something they 
never thought would be possible. 

Mrs Brooks said: “If we hadn’t been 
informed about this trial, Brian would not 
be here today. Thanks to this he is pretty 
much back to normal, looking forward to 
getting back out onto the golf course and 
spending time with our 3-year-old 
grandson, William. 

“We want as many people as possible to 
be aware about this and realise that there is 
always hope.”

A CAT owner has been left 
flabbergasted after discovering 
his beloved feline is both male 
and female. 

Since owning affectionate tortoiseshell 
Rosie for the past 15 months, Darren 
Smith, 32, has been under the impression 
that she was a girl. 

But it was when Rosie, an unusual 
Maine Coon crossbreed, was on the 
operating table at the vet’s and about to 
be spayed that the veterinary nurse 
discovered she not only had female 
genitals - but entire male genitals too. 

Rosie is now classed as a herma¬ 
phrodite - something vets say is very rare. 

Mr Smith, who lives in Main Street, 
Littleport, and works for the Cambridge 
News as a commercial content manager, 
said: “I just can’t believe it. 
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“For the past 15 months, since having 
Rosie from a kitten, I have thought she 
was this pretty little girl cat and all of a 
sudden she’s both boy and girl. 

“I still see her as a girl but in fact she is 
more male than female.” 

Rosie, who shares Mr Smith’s home 
with two other cats, both male, has 
female genitals, as well as male genitals, 
but has no internal female reproductive 
system. 

Mr Smith said: “She went in for her 
operation in the morning and just before 
lunchtime I had a phone call from the 
surgery. The veterinary nurse told me that 
it was when she was shaving Rosie’s 
genital area that she discovered male 


parts alongside her lady parts. I was 
flabbergasted. 

“Obviously I still love her all the same 
but I am finding myself looking at her in a 
different light.” 

Rosie’s vet, Peter Hanlon, of Pet Doctors 
in Soham, says Rosie’s anatomy makes 
her more male than female - and in the 
end that led to Rosie being castrated 
instead of spayed. 

He said: “This is extremely rare. I’ve 
been a vet for more than 20 years and 
have never come across it before, and 
from what I gather, not many others have 
either. Rosie might be unusual but it 
shouldn’t cause her any problems and she 
should lead a normal, happy and healthy 
life.” 

Rosie is now back home recovering 
from his/her castration.

Fire blamed on oil rag 

A RAG soaked with oil is believed to have 
spontaneously combusted - sparking a 
garage fire. 

Crews put out the flames on Park Lane, 
Little Downham, at 7.40pm on Sunday. 
There were cylinders in the garage so these 
were cooled until they were safe to be 
moved. 

A fire service spokesman said the fire was 
caused by “an oilseed laden rag which 
spontaneously combusted”. 

He said this was not as unusual as might 
be thought-the oil oxidises, which creates 
heat, and the rag acts as insulation until it is 
hot enough to ignite. 

The spokesman said: “Oily rags can easily 
cause fires, and this is particularly 
dangerous if they are left near to flammable 
items such as cylinders. 

“Disposing rags in a specialist oily rag 
container will prevent the risk of 
spontaneous combustion.”

Burglars steal family’s puppy 


A FAMILY are devastated after 
cruel thieves smashed their way 
into their home and stole their 16- 
week-old puppy. 

Richard and Cindy Turner, 
together with their four children, 
are pleading for anyone with any 
information about the where¬ 
abouts of their golden retriever 
puppy, Lola, to contact police. 

The Turners’ home in Prick- 
willow Road, Queen Adelaide, 
was one of four properties in the 
Ely area burgled during broad 
daylight on Monday, August 22. 

Mrs Turner, 40, who works as a 
home-based hairdresser, lives 
with her husband, Richard, a 44- 
year-old self-employed ground 
worker, and their four children, 
Joshua, 18, Holly, 16, Summer, 9, 
and Max, 7. 

Mrs Turner said: “We feel 
sickened - it’s horrible knowing 
that people have been all through 


your things. 

“The burglary happened some 
time between 1pm and 3pm so 
they must have been watching to 
see that nobody was at home. 

“I got back from my friend’s 
house and walked through the 
door to find our 50-inch television 
unplugged and beside the door. 

“I thought it was a bit bizarre 
and as I walked in, that’s when I 
realised what had happened. 
They’d smashed the conservatory 
door and got in through the back. 

“The whole house had been 
ransacked - they’d even opened 
all of my kitchen drawers and the 
fridge.” 

The offenders stole 16-week- 
old Lola, bought by the family to 
replace their elderly golden 
retriever, Bonnie, who died 
recently. They left the family’s 3- 
year-old Jack Russell, Lily, 
behind. 


As well as the dog, they also 
stole more than £2,300 in cash, 
the keys to Mrs Turner’s Land 
Rover Discovery, her jewellery 
box containing jewellery worth 
around £4,000, a Playstation 3, a 
Wii games console and other 
computer consoles and games. 

On the same day, a property in 
Gravel End, Coveney, was also 
burgled, where thieves made off 
with a blue Volkswagen Passat. A 
home in Station Road, Fordham, 
was also raided, with thieves 
escaping with a Subaru Impreza, 
computers and game consoles. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said four 
people had been arrested in 
connection with the raids. Two 
boys aged 15 and two men, aged 
18 and 21, were arrested on 
suspicion of burglary. They were 
bailed to return to Parkside Police 
Station on October 25.

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THERE were shrieks of 
joy and sighs of relief as 
students throughout 
East Cambridgeshire 
collected their GCSE 
results. 

Some pupils raced - others 
nervously strolled - to their 
school’s doors last Thursday 
to collect their envelopes. 

At the King’s School Ely, 51 
per cent of all pupils were 
graded A* or A, and 80 per 
cent received grades A*-B. 

Ninety eight per cent of all 
pupils achieved five or more 
GCSEs at A*-C with 91 per 
cent achieving A*-C passes in 
at least eight subjects. 

The overall A*-G pass rate 
was 100 per cent. 

There were double cele¬ 
brations for twins at the 
school, Charlotte and Sophie 
Emms, who each celebrated 
ten A* GCSE passes, 
emulating the success of 
their elder sister, Holly, who 
achieved ten A* passes when 
she was in Year 11 at King’s in 
2009. 

Sue Freestone, the head of 
King’s, said: “It is one of the 
best parts of the job to see 
the reaction of young people 
when they receive their GCSE 
results.” 

At the City of Ely Com¬ 
munity College, now known 
as Ely College, 74 per cent of 
pupils achieved five or more 
grades at A*-C. This year’s 
results saw a 10 per cent 
increase in the number of 
students achieving at least 
three or more grades at A*-A. 

The number of students

achieving more than five A*- 
G grades was 92 per cent and 
43 per cent of pupils 
achieved five or more grades 
at A*-C, including in English 
and Maths. 

Principal Catherine lenk- 
inson-Dix said: “These are 
great results for our students 
and my staff and I would like 
to congratulate them.” 

Among the top performers 
at Soham Village College was 
head boy, 16-year-old Liam 
Saddington. 

Liam, who lives in Soham, 
was best friends with ins¬ 
pirational cancer fundraiser 
Liam Fairhurst, and admits 
that his death was “extremely 
difficult” to deal with. 

Liam Fairhurst, who was a 
pupil at the school, won the 
admiration of millions, 
including celebrity supp¬ 
orters David Beckham and 
Prince William, by raising 
more than £320,000 for CLIC 
Sargent during his four-year 
battle with cancer. 


He died at the age of 14 in 
lune, 2009. 

Liam Saddington, who 
achieved 9A*s and 4As, will 
move on to study at Hills 
Road Sixth-Form College in 
Cambridge. 

He said: “I’ve got the 
grades I wanted and I know 
Liam would be extremely 
proud.” 

Sixty three per cent of 
students achieved five or 
more A*-C passes, including 
English and Maths. 

Other students who 
performed particularly well 
included Ashley Pettit, who 
achieved 9A* grades and 
Heidi Fitchett, Elisa Pike and 
Alfie Mackie, who scooped 
eight A*s. 

lohn Smeaton, Emma 
Lowe, Freya Taday, Louise 
Doughty, Matthew Cooke, 
Abigail Manley, Theo Ronay 
and Ben Elgar all achieved 
five or more A*s. 

Principal, Dr Carin Taylor 
said: “As ever, it is tribute to 


the hard work of our 
students, good quality 
teaching and the support of 
parents and carers.” 

Sixteen-year-old Witchford 
Village College pupil Callum 
Brown was also celebrating. 
He still managed to pass four 
GCSE exams, achieving B 
grades in all four while 
recovering from an aggres¬ 
sive brain tumor. 

Callum was diagnosed 
with the extremely rare brain 
tumour in February 2008. 

He has been through 
extensive surgery, aggressive 
chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy and is now on the 
road to recovery. 

He said: “It’s been tough 
but I’ve been determined to 
keep studying." 

Callum's dad, Stuart, said: 
“Callum has made us 
extremely proud parents. We 
didn’t mind what results he 
got - we're just pleased to see 
him here collecting them.” 

Among other top per¬ 
formers at the college were 
Ross Payne, 16, from Wil- 
burton, who achieved eight 
A*s and three As, and 
Stephanie Clarke, 16, from 
Sutton, who got three A*s, six 
As and a B. 

Ninety three per cent of 
students achieved five or 
more grades A*-G and 72 per 
cent got five or more grades 
A*-C. 

Forty nine per cent of 
students achieved five or 
more grades A*-C, including 
in English and Maths. 

David Taylor, school 
principal, said: “The students 
worked hard to achieve their 
results, and there were many 
notable successes for both 
the vocationally and acade¬ 
mically inclined students.”

Judge orders 
cannabis user 
to stay indoors 

A PERSISTENT drug user has been 
given a three-month curfew to 
punish him for repeat offending. 

Thomas Ballantyne, of Alan Road, 
Cathedral View, Ely, attended 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday, August 22 where he 
admitted possession of cannabis. 

The court heard that on May 22 
this year two plain clothes police 
officers riding bicycles through Ely 
town centre witnessed the 37-year- 
old “smoking a joint of cannabis”. 

Antony Hook, prosecuting, said: 
“Police stopped him and found he 
had a small bag of cannabis, likely to 
be used for personal consumption.” 

The offence was in breach of a 
nine-month suspended prison 
sentence handed to Ballantyne after 
a police search of his home - then in 
Downham Market, Norfolk - in 
November 2009 found 193g of the 
class B drug and messages on a 
mobile phone referring to cannabis. 

Terry Pedro, mitigating, said 
Ballantyne, who works for a prop¬ 
erty improvement company in the 
region, accepted the charge. 

fudge Anthony Bate decided not 
to activate the suspended sentence 
and instead handed Ballantyne, 
who had a long record of drug 
related offences, a curfew of two 
months for the breach and a further 
month for possession of cannabis. 

Ballantyne, who must stay at his 
address from 9pm to 6am each 
night during that period, must also 
pay court costs of £300.

Farmers given 
theft warning 

FARMERS and smallholders are 
being urged to be more vigilant 
against thieves and criminals. 

Figures released by the organ¬ 
isation NFU Mutual show that 
agricultural crime in Cambridge¬ 
shire has increased by 17 per cent in 
the past year. 

Last year, thieves cost the UK 
farming industry £49.7million. 

The figures have alerted bosses at 
local agricultural dealer Thurlow 
Nunn Standen (TNS), who are 
urging people to protect themselves. 

Richard Pipe, after sales director 
at TNS, said: “The figures released by 
NFU Mutual show that farm 
machinery is one of the biggest 
targets for thieves. 

However, there are ways that 
machinery and expensive equip¬ 
ment can be protected - from on¬ 
board tracking devices through to 
applying non-visible DNA. 

“As thieves have become more 
adept at stealing machinery to 
order, the technology behind 
deterrents has also developed 
significantly to counteract this.” 

The survey also highlighted 
increased demand for thefts of 
highly-priced, portable power tool 
equipment such as chainsaws, 
electric drills and lawnmowers. 

Mr Pipe said: “Taking simple 
measures such as putting tools and 
batteries out of sight, fitting alarms 
and floodlights to your premises and 
taking home and locking up 
valuable equipment at the end of 
the day can all act as deterrents to 
thieves.”

A TAPESTRY which por¬ 
trays centuries of social 
history is to be displayed 
inside Ely Cathedral next 
year. 

The Quaker Tapestry is 
believed to be the biggest 
community textile project ever 
undertaken. 

The stunning tapestry is made 
up of 77 embroidered panels 
which tell stories of social history 
through the eyes of the Quakers 
who made them. 

Around 4,000 men, women and 
children from all over the world 
have had an input into creating it 
and every year half of the 
tapestry is exhibited somewhere 
in the UK. 

Next year, Ely Cathedral will be 
hosting the exhibition. 

Sheila Williams, an admin¬ 
istrator for the Quaker Tapestry, 
said: “Every year we have a 
tapestry road show where we 
take half of the tapestry to a 
venue in the UK. 

“It’s a way for people across the 
country to see just how beautiful 
and fascinating it is. 


“This year we were in Black¬ 
burn and next year we’re going to 
be inside Ely Cathedral. 

“The cathedral approached us 
a while back and asked us if we 
would like to host a road show 
there. 

“It’s always nice when 
someone actually approaches us 
and I must say the cathedral has 
been tremendous with helping us 
arrange the exhibition.” 

The tapestry project was first 
launched in 1981 and was the 
brainchild of Anne Wynn-Wilson. 

Like the famous Bayeux 


Tapestry, the Quaker Tapestry is a 
vivid piece of historical 
storytelling and each incidence 
in the Quaker story is captioned 
with quotes, explanations and 
details. 

Sections were completed in 
Australia, America, Europe and 
the UK by many different groups. 

The tapestry will be exhibited 
inside the cathedral’s Lady 
Chapel from fanuary 31 to 
February 29. The exhibition is 
free.

Sir, How can it be that the district 
council should find itself 
“surprised” to be criticised for 
“cheating Government rules” over 
car parking charges when the 
Government has just been 
promoting its new guidelines in all 
the national newspapers? This new 
policy is designed to help local 
authorities reverse the terrible effect 
that previous guidelines have had 
on many other town centres. 
Government statements make it 
clear that local authorities must not 
raise revenue through car parking 
charges because “parking 
restrictions have hit small shops the 
hardest, creating ‘ghost town’ high 
streets which can’t compete with 
out-of-town supermarkets”. 

It is not just the 11,000 people who 
have signed the petition who are 
telling the council to protect the 
city. Now it is the Government as 
well. 

So why is the Conservative-led 
council still considering going 
against its own government’s 
guidelines? According to last week’s 
letter, it is to ‘balance the books’. We 
are told that “It is a simple 
argument”, which despite our 
reluctance, even we can 
understand. But are we that simple? 
We are certainly not simple enough 
to swallow the suggestion that it will 
cost us £1.4m over the next four 
years to maintain just 1,200 car 
parking spaces. And we are not 
simple enough to think that to 
downgrade the centre of Ely and 
jeopardise many people’s 
livelihoods is the only option to 
balance the books. 

Perhaps the council might like to 
see published the wages of its top 
executives, as other district councils 
have. There are certainly many 
other areas of the council’s 
spending we would be eager to see 
out in the open, I’m sure, before 
they consider charging for parking. 
Last week’s letter suggested that 
there are “no concrete plans” in 
place and that there is plenty of 
time for consultation. The truth is 
that the Conservative group in the 
council set up a committee of six 
councillors over two months ago to 
look into charging us for parking. 
Despite a series of letters, this 
committee has not met with traders 
to discuss their concerns. They are 
due to present their findings to the 
majority Conservative group this 
weekend. The group will then vote 
on whether to impose parking 
charges. There will be no way that 
the rest of the council can outvote 
them should they try to push 
through their policy. So much for a 
“weighing up of the arguments to 
decide what’s best”! There is 
something very unfair and wrong in 
the way the council is informing us 
about this issue. We shouldn’t 
accept this. 

If you are unimpressed by the way 
the council is dealing with this 
issue, or the information it is giving 
out, I urge you to sign the petition 
and write now to your councillor on 
their eastcambs.gov.uk email. There 
is also a public meeting which has 
been organised by the traders’ 
association on the September 15 at 
6.30pm in the ECDC council 
chamber. I would like to thank 
members of the public and the 
people on the “Say NO to Car 


Parking Charges in Ely” facebook 
page for helping to raise the money 
to save this event, after the council 
asked that we provide our own 
public liability insurance.

Wind farm plan 
faces the axe 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two wind farms near 
Ely are likely to be scrapped. 

In spring last year, bosses at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
announced they wanted to erect 
wind turbines at two farms they 
own in East Cambridgeshire. 

The sites earmarked were 
Whitehall Farm in Littleport and 
Wolvey Farm in Coveney. 

Now the council is planning to 
defer the schemes, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

The news will come as a relief to 
many, including former Ely mayor 
Richard Hobbs, who feared the 
turbines would spoil the view of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Speaking at the time, Cllr Hobbs 
said: “If these turbines, or anything 
for that matter, were to spoil the 
beautiful views we have of Ely 
Cathedral then we should certainly 
not support them. 

“Many years ago, when wind 
turbines first came into fashion, I 
did not like them. But as time has

gone on, my feelings have 
changed slightly. I do still think 
they are ugly but I do like the idea 
of renewable energy. 

“The thing that concerns me the 
most is the effects these turbines 
could have on our cathedral, 
which can be seen from all over 
the Fens. 

“To blight the landscape with 
them and inhibit people’s view of 
the cathedral would be dev¬ 
astating and I’m not prepared to 
see that happen. 

“In my view, turbines need to be 
out of the way of landmarks and in 
the most rural place possible.” 

The contentious projects were 
expected to generate nearly £1 
million annually. 

Now the move to scrap them 
has sparked debate about 
members of the county council’s 
climate change beliefs. 

In a previously leaked email, 


leader Cllr Nick Clarke said he 
only supported schemes to reduce 
carbon emissions if they saved 
money, adding: “I do not think we 
are going to save the planet in 
doing so.” 

The authority scrapped ded¬ 
icated expenditure on tackling 
climate change in its budget. 

Green Cllr Simon Sedgwick-Jell 
said he believed Cllr Clarke was a 
“climate change sceptic”. 

In February, the cabinet app¬ 
roved the signing of deals with 
developers and it was hoped 
annual rent would be up to 
£900,000, with an extra £80,000 
going to communities each year. 

A report going before the 
cabinet on September 6 
recommends development be 
deferred and that tenants are 
stopped from launching their own 
schemes. 

The U-turn is expected to cost 
taxpayers less than £10,000 in fees. 

Resources chief Cllr Steve Count 
said: “By and large, people don’t 
want turbines on their doorsteps.”

They have seen people urinating 
against the wall, vomiting in their bins 
and say the “drunks” are intimidating to 
their staff and customers 

Mr Williams said: “This is starting to 
become a major problem. The drunks 
are congregating on the bench outside 
our cafe. 

“They are abusive, intimidating to the 
female staff and customers and their 
anti-social behaviour and habits are 
disgusting - even urinating against the 
wall and vomiting in our bins. 

“We have complained to the police on 
several occasions but they seem 
powerless to do anything.” 

Business is booming at the cafe, 
which is famous for its outdoor seating 
terrace and locally-grown and sourced 
produce. 

But Mr Williams said: “We need the 
police to do something positive and at 
least extend the no-drinking zone which 
is currently in place around the 
cathedral to other areas of Ely. 

“I am sure there are other businesses 
in Ely who have similar problems. It is 
difficult enough for small businesses in

this economic climate without having to 
put up with these anti-social people.” 

The couple’s plea for action comes 
only weeks after angry residents 
demanded action over drug addicts and 
alcoholics plaguing the public toilets at 
Sacrist Gate and Palace Green, which 
are close to the cafe. 

Police say they are unaware of any 
problems with the toilets but residents 
insist they are rife with drug taking, 
boozing and sexual activity. 

Despite non-consumption of alcohol 
orders having been placed on the 
cathedral grounds, drink-fuelled anti¬ 
social behaviour continues to be a 
problem, and for months, people, 
including visitors to the city, have been 
calling for stricter action. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
police insists officers are dealing with 
the issue. 

She said: “Police have received 
reports of anti-social behaviour in the 
area around the 3At3 delicatessen in 
Three Cups Walk, Ely. 

“We are taking these reports seriously 
and in response have increased patrols 
in the area. Anyone found committing 
anti-social behaviour faces a fine or 
even arrest for gross indecency in a 
public place. 

“We are in contact with the owners of 
the cafe as well as working with our 
partners at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council.” 


It’s the end 
of an era for 
Coffee Mill 


A CAFE which has 
been welcoming 
people in Ely for 
more than three 
decades has closed 
its doors. 

The Coffee Mill, 
in Market Street, 
has now shut - 
much to the disapp¬ 
ointment of loyal 
customers like 
Barbara Knight, of 
Cambridge Road, 
Ely, who said: “It’s 
so sad to see it 
closed down. 

“I’ve been going 
in there for more 
than 25 years - it’s 
one of those char¬ 
ming little places 
which Ely lacks so 
much of now. 

“It was always 
busy and there was 
always a service 
with a smile. 

“Unfortunately, 
it’s another trad¬ 
itional, indepen¬ 
dent business 
which Ely has lost, 
while the high street 
chains continue to 
swallow everything 
up.” 

Another disheart¬ 
ened resident, 
lackie Forbes, of 
Longchamp Drive, 
said: “I think it’s a 
terrible shame the 
Coffee Mill has 
shut. It always 
seemed busy. 

“I understand it’s 
been in Ely for 


around 30 years.” 

Ely has Starbucks, 
Costa Coffee, 
Carringtons and 
Caffe Nero, as well 
as around a dozen 
independent cafes. 

But former Mayor 
of Ely, Bryant 
Watson, who owned 
the Coffee Mill with 
his wife, fill, has not 
blamed competi¬ 
tion for its closure. 

Mr Watson said: 
“The simple fact of 
the matter is that 
we have run the 
cafe for more than 
30 years and we feel 
it is our time to 
retire. 

“We were given 
an offer that we 
couldn’t refuse and 
we decided to take 
it. 

“There is a lot of 
competition when it 
comes to cafes in 
Ely but there always 
has been and we 
have survived for a 
long while. 

“The new owners 
of the building are a 
young, enthusiastic 
couple and we wish 
them all the best for 
the future.” 

It is rumoured the 
cafe will become a 
take-away food 
outlet but this could 
not be confirmed.

A MUSEUM educational project 
which inspires thousands of 
children every year is in des¬ 
perate need of funding. 

For the past five years, Ely Museum, 
the Stained Glass Museum in Ely and the 
nearby Prickwillow Drainage Engine 
Museum have worked closely to help 
children learn more about their area. 

Through hands-on workshops, often 
with re-enactors, storytellers and 
musicians, youngsters have been taught 
all about the history of the Fens, the 
farming methods used and about the 
abundance of food and produce that is 
grown on their doorstep.

“We have been successful in previous 
years in raising funds from private trusts.

Men facing sentence for 
keeping scrap cars at farm 


THREE men accused of 
damaging the environment by 
keeping scrap cars and 
vehicle parts are set to be 
sentenced. 

The men, who are being 
prosecuted by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, admitted 
keeping the vehicles and parts 
without a waste management 
licence and in a manner likely 
to cause pollution. 

David Loveridge, 49, of 
Plains Lane, Littleport, George 
Loveridge, 44, of Parsons 
Lane, Littleport, and John 
Smith, 77, who lives at the 
scrap site at Cophall Farm, in 
Little Downham, must return 


to Cambridge Crown Court on 
September 30 to discover 
their fate. They were granted 
unconditional bail, 

Mark Shelley, speaking on 
their behalf, said: “They have 
pleaded guilty on the basis 
that no damage was done to 
the environment other than 
to their own property. There is 
no evidence of harm to the 
public.” 

The case had been 
adjourned in the hope the 
men could pay for the site to 
be cleared but Mr Shelley said 
they could not afford it in the 
six-week period allowed by 
the Environment Agency.

IF you've never got 
around to joining the 
Organ Donor Register, 
do it now and help stop 
three people a day dying 
as they wait for a 
transplant, say organ 
donor specialists. 

While 90 per cent of Britons 
are in favour of organ 
donation, only 29 per cent of 
them are actually on the 
register, according to a recent 
survey from UK Transplant, 
meaning a huge shortage of 
donor organs. 

There are currently around 
8,000 people in need of a 
transplant, yet last year only 
1,000 people donated organs 
after death, allowing 2,700 
organ transplants to take 
place. 

Officials believe the massive 
disparity between people’s 
support for organ donation 
and them actually joining the 
register is largely due to them 
simply never finding the 
opportunity to sign up.

The Government has tried 
to address this life-threatening 
procrastination this month, by 
forcing all driving licence 
applicants who apply through 
the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
website to state whether they 
want to donate their organs in 
the event of their death. 

The organ donation 
question on the DVLA form 
was previously non-compul- 
sory, although it still prompted 
many registrations: of the one 
million new organ donor 
registrations every year, half 
came through the DVLA. 

It’s hoped making the 
question compulsory will 
double the percentage of 
people choosing to join the 
organ donation register when 
applying for a driving licence. 

Transplant surgeon Pro¬ 
fessor Peter Friend, director of 
the Oxford Transplant Centre, 
thinks it’s a great idea. 


“This brings it to people’s 
attention - and I think that’s 
all we need. 

“It’s clear that the majority 
of the population is in favour 
of organ donation and 
transplantation - but most 
people just don’t get round to 
it. 

“People need to stop for a 
second and think ‘It could be 
me or my family that need a 
transplant’.” 

In June, NHS Blood & 
Transplant (NHSBT) figures 
showed that a record 18 
million people are now on the 
NHS Organ Donor Register. 

However, the figure needs to 
be much higher, says the 
NHSBT, as just being on the 
register doesn’t necessarily 
mean you'll be able to donate 
your organs when you die. 

This is because organs, 
particularly hearts and lungs, 
deteriorate rapidly without an 
oxygen supply and then can’t 
be used for transplantation. As 
a result, most organ donations 
come from people who’ve died 
while on a ventilator in an 


intensive care unit, as the 
ventilator can keep blood and 
oxygen circulating after death. 

Improvements in road 
safety and medical inter¬ 
vention also mean fewer 
organs are being donated from 
road accident and brain 
haemorrhage patients. 

Conversely, the number of 
people needing a transplant is 
expected to rise steeply over 
the next decade, due to an 
ageing population, an increase 
in kidney failure - sometimes 
caused by adult-onset 
diabetes - and scientific 
advances resulting in more 
people being suitable for 
transplants. 

The surgeon says: “This is 
one thing we can all do that 
costs nothing and will 
transform the lives of so many 
others - a lot of people can 
benefit a great deal from just 
one donor’s organs. 

“Anyone who would wish for 
transplantation for themselves 
or a member of their family, 
should think about registering 
as a donor too.”

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Cockerel man 
is out of cluck 


A MAN who was ordered to get 
rid of his six cockerels after 
complaints from neighbours has 
reluctantly obeyed the demand. 

Paul Boon, 66, was flabbergasted after 
receiving a letter from his landlords, 
Sanctuary Housing, demanding that he 
gets rid of the birds in his garden. 

Mr Boon, a Fen Tiger and keen 
countryman of Millfield, Littleport, was 
told that the birds were making 
“substantial” noise during the early 
hours of the morning and that numerous 
neighbours had complained. 

Reluctantly, he has now found a loving 
home for the birds but says he is 
“disgusted”. 

Mr Boon said: “I have a feeling that the 
people complaining were from the new 
housing estate at the back of my home. 

“My view is that if they don’t like 
cockerels crowing then they should have 
never moved to the country. 

“What are they going to start moaning 
about next - the sound of children 
laughing in the street or horses neighing 
in the fields? 


“The cockerels have now gone to the 
friend of a friend and are enjoying life 
but I’m disgusted. 

“I keep forgetting they have gone and 
go out to feed them, only to realise 
they’re no longer around.” 

Mr Boon also keeps two dogs, three 
cats, chickens, geese, ducks and even 
birds of prey at his home, but has been 
told that they are fine to stay. 

A spokesman for Sanctuary Housing 
said: “As landlord of the property we 
have to consider the wellbeing of all our 
tenants. 

“In this case, a complaint was made by 
another resident to both us and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
environmental health department. 

“Mr Boon agreed noise levels at the 
property would be monitored by 
environmental health and if found to be 
unacceptable, the offending animals 
removed. 

“In the event, it was found the 
cockerels, which start crowing from 3.20 
in the morning, were causing noise 
pollution.”

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Cabbie fined for 
accident on A10 


A TEENAGER suffered 
bruising and whiplash 
after the taxi she was 
travelling in overtook a 
lorry and hit a car. 

Neil Barker, a cabbie for 
Ely-based taxi firm Fencabs, 
was driving along the A10 
when he overtook an articu¬ 
lated lorry on a tight bend. 

The Peugeot 406 he was 
driving crashed into an 
oncoming Volkswagen Golf 
before spinning in the road, 
ploughing through a fence 
and into a field. 

Barker, 36, was driving a 14- 
year-old girl, who was on 
crutches, to her home in 
Littleport at the time of the 
collision, which happened on 
the first bend after the 
Downham Road roundabout 
in Ely, in the direction of 
Littleport, at around 8.45pm 
on November 10 last year. 

Barker, of St Johns Road, 
Ely, and the driver of the 
Volkswagen and the lorry

driver all escaped uninjured 
but the girl in the taxi suffered 
bruising and whiplash. 

Barker denied driving in a 
public place without due care 
and attention but was found 
guilty by Cambridge magis¬ 
trates last Wednesday. 

Giving evidence, Peter 
Harrison, who was driving 
behind Barker at the time, 
said: “I saw him overtake the 
lorry and I thought to myself 
what a stupid thing to do. 
Seconds later we heard a loud 
screech and a bang. 

“The cab spun round in the 
road and went straight into a 
field. He did indicate when he 
pulled out but it was just a 
silly thing to do.” 

The court heard how the 
temperature at the time was 
around zero degrees Celsius. 

However, Barker insisted 
the accident was not his fault, 
claiming the lorry driver 


accelerated to prevent him 
from overtaking him. 

Barker said: “I know the A10 
well - there were no 
headlights coming towards 
me and when I pulled out, I 
double checked. 

“I was around three quar¬ 
ters of the way past the lorry 
when he started to accelerate. 

“It was clear he didn’t want 
me to overtake him and that’s 
why he put his foot down. He 
put me in that situation.” 

Barker was fined £450, 
ordered to pay £500 court 
costs and £15 victim 
surcharge and his licence was 
endorsed with nine penalty 
points. 

Presiding magistrate Ian 
Kerr said: “You did not pay 
sufficient attention to the size 
of the vehicle you were 
overtaking and the bend that 
you were trying to perform 
that manoeuvre on. 

“We find no evidence that 
the lorry driver was accel¬ 
erating at the time.”

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Return to his acting roots 


Acting legend Sir Ian McKellen is appearing 
on stage in Cambridge until Saturday, Here 
he talks to Clair Chamberlain about his 
latest role and why the city's Arts Theatre 
remains a special place to him

Y OU’RE over in the UK to play 
the part of Mafia lord Don 
Antonio in Eduardo De 
Filippo’s The Syndicate. What 
appealed to you about this play, and 
this part in particular? 

It’s a very popular play still in Italy 
and I wanted to do it because I’d been 
in another of his plays, Napoli 
Milionaria, at the National Theatre and 
I remember enjoying Filumena and 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday, also at the 
National Theatre. 

The Syndicate is an enjoyable play to 
be in because it uses quite a large group 
of actors. There are many old friends of 
mine in it and the director’s an old 
colleague, Sean Mathias. It’s what I 
enjoy most about acting: working with 
friends and going on tour. I don’t like 
sitting in London in the West End doing 
eight shows a week - I’d much rather be 
off around the country. 

Do you think audiences will feel any 
sympathy for Don Antonio, or is any 
sympathy people may have 
undermined by his eccentric form 
of justice? 

In all Eduardo De Filippo’s plays there 
is a wonderfully exciting plot. You 
never know what’s going to happen 
next, it’s full of surprises. Every 
moment he tricks the audience and is 
always one step ahead so you might 
begin by thinking ‘Oh dear, Don 


Antonio is not the sort of man I’d like 
to meet down a dark alley in Naples, he 
gets involved with violence and so on’. 
But he’s unlike other criminal classes, 
or Mafia as we might like to think of 
him, in that he has a conscience, or he 
says he does, and is trying to stop 
violence rather than get involved with 
it. But it’s not up to me to tell the 
audience what they think. I just play the 
character and I think they’ll like him 
and find him amusing as well as being 
surprised by him and intrigued. 

What do you think the personal 
effect is on Don Antonio when he has 
so many responsibilities and everyone 
wants a piece of him? 

It’s very late in his life, he’s 75 years 
old, he’s had a hard life, he lived abroad 
in America for a long time and got 
involved with the criminal classes, but 
he’s been back in Naples now for 40 
years or more, during which time he’s 
been organising his cohorts to try and 
make the world a better place for the 
disadvantaged people of Naples. It’s 
still the aftermath of the war, when it 
had been occupied by enemy forces, 
and the city hasn’t really got itself back 
into anything that’s properly organised 
and so Don Antonio does his best to 
help people who he thinks the law and 
the establishment have let down. I 
gather it’s still the case in his district 
inner-city of Naples, which is still a 


rather dangerous place to go. So it’s 
fiction but it smacks of the truth and 
what life was really like there. 

It must be difficult to find time to fit 
this kind of activity in around your 
other commitments. How have you 
managed to fit this project into your 


schedule? 

Well the big job I’m doing at the 
moment is filming The Hobbit in New 
Zealand. But before I agreed to return 
to Gandalf, I said ‘Look, I must be able 
to do a play’, because I don’t feel quite 
sustained as an actor unless I’m looking 
forward to doing a play. 


I’ve come back from New Zealand 
especially to do this project and I’m 
just managing to fit it in and do the 
tour. I’m at an age where I think I’m 
still fit. . . but any day now I might 
break an ankle or something might 
happen and I won’t be able to work 
again in the theatre at the rate I do, so 
I’m just very happy to be doing it. 

You began your acting career in 
Cambridge as a student at St 
Catharine’s College. Have you 
performed here much since, and do 
you feel nostalgic about the city and 
its theatres? 

The Cambridge Arts Theatre is a very 
dear place to me. As an undergraduate 
over 50 years ago I worked there 
because we undergraduates were 
allowed to perform in the professional 
theatre every so often. And yes, I’ve 
been back as an actor but this year it’s 
actually 50 years since I left Cambridge 
and I’ve been acting ever since. 
Personally it’s rather appropriate that 
I’m just going back to my roots and I 
haven’t worked there as often as I 
would have liked over the years. I’ve 
been there on and off, helping them 
raise funds sometimes - it’s a theatre 
that needs support. 

Do you think your fame as a film 
actor has brought new audiences to 
the theatre? 

I’ve always hoped that anyone who had 
enjoyed seeing me on film might be 
intrigued to find me in the theatre. I 
know some people are coming over 
from South America.

I N town for just three nights before 

embarking on a tour of the United States, 
this bleak, black production of Macbeth 
offers a nightmarish vision of the future. 
Prepare to witness a landscape of dead trees 
and broken mirrors, inhabited by murderers 
who will stop at nothing to achieve their 
ambitions. 

The Cambridge American Stage Tour at 
Cambridge’s ADC Theatre is supported by 
Dame Judi Dench and offers the chance for 
16 students of Cambridge University to tour 
the US. 

Director John Haidar, a second-year student 
at Trinity College, shares his thoughts on this 
adaptation of ‘the Scottish play’: 

“Macbeth is Shakespeare’s most fearful 


play. Nowhere else does the word appear 
more in his work. 

“What first struck me was the way in which 
fear acts as a stimulant and a sedative. Even 
so, while Macbeth is described as 
Shakespeare’s ‘anatomy of fear’, I think there 
is something more profound going on in these 
pages. 

“For me, the Scottish play represents a 
‘tragedy of the imagination’. It reveals the 
possibilities of what it is to be motivated by 
repressed desire. 

“More importantly, even when we have 
nothing left to fear, it showcases the way in 
which we invent our own ‘painted devil(s)’. 
Macbeth is exactly this: a story of a man who 
releases fear into his world and infects the 


lives of those around him. 

“We also began to realise that the play is 
largely about absence. The absence of 
children resonates throughout. 

“To have no children signifies the death of 
ambition: as children fail Macbeth, Macbeth’s 
future fails. That he kills the king is a further 
‘breach in nature’. 

“ It is to cancel love, mock duty, and hack 
down the tree of life. Herein lies the key to 
this new production.”

The big film 


ONE DAY certificate 12a

BASED on the best-selling book by 
David Nicholls, One Day has been 
described as the romance of the 
modern century, so it’s little surprise 
that the screen adaptation has been 
eagerly anticipated. 

Anne Hathaway and Jim Sturgess 
take the leads as bookish Yorkshire 
lass Emma Morley and charming 
ladies’ man Dexter Mayhew, who 
have a drunken encounter on their 
graduation day in 1988, and make a pact 
to remain friends. 

True to their words, the two friends stay 
in contact throughout the next few years, 
as Dex travels around the world while 
Emma slaves away in a Mexican 
restaurant in London. Their friendship is 
tested, first in 1992, when they decide 
on a spontaneous whim to go on holiday 
together. 

After breaking a number of Em’s rules, 
Dex notes: “Me and you, it would be 
different. We want different things.” 
Despite the friends working in London - 
Dex channelling a young Jonathan Ross 
as his TV career hits a peak, where he 
steals the crown as the “king of car- 
crash TV”, while Em, who is now dating 
stand-up comic Ian (Rate Spall), trains 
as a teacher - they often lose touch 
before reconnecting again. 

Unsurprisingly, the film, directed by Art 
Education’s Lone Scherfig with a script 
by Nicholls, rushes through the 
characters’ lives throughout 20 years, as 


they deal with the joys and heartbreaks 
of life. 

The challenge of the adaptation depends 
largely on the chemistry between 
Hathaway and Sturgess, but all too often, 
her accent distracts from that. 

Hathaway - who has been described as 
too ’glamorous’ for the part - does a 
pretty good job, although she switches 
between Yorkshire and London accents, 
with her American twang slipping out in 


certain scenes. The casting of Sturgess 
is a surprise but rather spot on. 

Although Spall steals the show as Ian, 
the other characters, such as Romola 
Garai as Dex’s wife Sylvie and Patricia 
Clarkson as his mother, feel largely 
underused. 

The book is so well-loved that it is tough 
to do it justice, but despite everything, 
it’s an able adaptation capturing the spirit 
of the original, which fans will still enjoy.

Spring into bulb season

T HE heat of summer may be 
fading, but if you want 
your borders and pots to 
sizzle in spring, you’ll need to 
start planting bulbs from now 
through to autumn. 

Whether you prefer drifts of 
snowdrops, daffodils, crocuses or 
bluebells, ‘lasagne’plantings of layers of 
bulbs in containers to give you colour 
through spring or just a few simple 
species tulips or muscari in your rockery, 
there’s room for bulbs in every garden, no 
matter what the setting. 

Visit your local garden centre in late 
summer and autumn to get the best 
selection of blooms or order some bulb 
catalogues to plan your colour scheme. 

Be adventurous in your choice, as 
there’s so much more on offer than just 
the standard narcissi, tulips and 
snowdrops. 

Chris Ireland-Jones, owner of specialist 
Avon Bulbs ( www.avonbulbs.co.uk , tel 
01460 242 177), says that if he could only 


plant one bulb type this autumn it would 
be the Camassia ‘Electra’, with its huge 
lilac blue flowers blooming in late April. 

Growing to lm (3 ft), it will sit happily 
in a border in sun or shade and, unlike 
many other bulbs, it likes heavy soil. 

Bulbs should be planted 5in (12cm) 
deep, 6-12in (15-30cm) apart in humus- 
rich, moisture-retentive soil, in a spot 
which won’t dry out until mid-summer. 

“It flowers for a lot longer than other 
camassias, likes heavy soil and virtually 
nothing kills it,” he enthuses. 

“Camassias are underrated bulbs. 
Planted among other herbaceous 
perennials which flower later, they 
provide a lift in the season and can also 
be used as meadow plants in open 
conditions like grass.” 

Fans of wood anemones should check 
out A. nemorosa ‘Blue Centred Double’ 


and others in a new, wider range from 
Broadleigh Bulbs (www.broadleigh 
bulbs.co.uk, tel 01823 286 231). It’s a 
large-flowered double wood anemone 
with delicate blue backs and a tiny blue 
centre and requires partial shade. 

Grape hyacinths (muscari) have 
historically had a bad press because they 
are invasive, popping up all over the 
place, but the ‘Magic’ group including 
‘White Magic’ are fantastic for growing 
in pots, as is M. ‘Mount Hood’, with its 
dark blue flowers and white top. It’s also 
suited to a rock garden or sunny bank, 
flowering in April, and looks great 
partnered with small species tulips and 
aubrieta. 

This year’s Spring Flowering Bulb of 
the Year is the bold and striking Narcissus 
‘Thalia’, following much debate at the 
annual election hosted by The 


International Flower Bulb Centre. 

It was voted for its ability to thrive in 
light and in shade and for its multiple 
sweetly scented flowers which bloom in 
May. Growing to 1ft (30cm) in height, it’s 
ideal for planting in borders or containers, 
as well as around trees and under shrubs. 
Plant it in well-drained soil, roughly three 
times the bulb’s height deep, between 
September and the end of November and 
ideally in a sunny or only partially shady 
spot. 

It’s a myth that you can’t plant tulips 
with daffodils. However, they should 
never be placed together in a vase because 
when you cut daffodils they release a 
slimy substance containing bacteria which 
will affect tulips, reducing their staying 
power as a cut flower. 

A number of new multi-flowering 
tulips, including ‘Aquila’ and 
‘Cartouche’, which produce at least four 
full-size flowers per stem, have just been 
introduced by specialist bulb suppliers, P. 
de Jager & Sons ( www.dejager.co.uk , or 
phone 01622 840229 for a free 
catalogue). 

Spring bulbs must be planted in the 
autumn because they require a sustained 
dormant period of cold temperatures to 
stimulate root development. They 
generally like light, well-drained soil and 
if you’re putting them in containers, place 
crocks in the pot and mix your compost 
with a handful of sand or grit before 
planting. 

Narcissi are best planted in September, 
while tulips should be planted in late 
October and November. 

If you are planting your bulbs in 


containers, never allow the pot to rest on 
the ground or the water will seep in from 
below and soak them, making them rot. 
They should always be placed on a free- 
draining stand or on pot feet and if you 
want a fuller display, pack them in tightly. 
Water them and place the pot outdoors. 

You can put the pots in a sheltered spot 
near to the house so that they don’t 
become completely waterlogged over the 
winter, although tulips need to have 
moisture throughout the cooler months or 
they’ll end up short and stumpy. 

For an eye-catching display of colour 
on the patio or by a wall, go for single 
colours of the same flower; but if you 
want to be a bit more adventurous you 
can go for, say, a sizzling display of red 
and yellow tulips, pansies and 
wallflowers, planted in stages from late 
summer to mid-spring. 

The best bulbs for growing in pots are 
the ones which are naturally more 
compact, such as hyacinths, dwarf 
narcissi and Tulipa fosteriana. 

Large-flowered daffodils and tulips 
tend to look a bit top heavy in pots and 
are prone to being knocked over by strong 
winds. 

If you have large containers and want a 
succession of blooms, go for the ‘lasagne’ 
layered scheme, planting the larger bulbs 
such as tulips and narcissi lower down 
and dwarf bulbs such as crocuses and 
dwarf irises near the top. 

Once your bulbs are over, keep feeding 
them after the flowers die and then you 
can plant them out in the garden where 
they should flower the following year, 
provided you plant them deeply enough.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
Y) unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains.

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker.

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

That figure, achieved 
by averaging two runs as 
the rules require, is a new 
record, smashing the 
previous best of 216mph. 

The peak speed 
recorded by the car was 
on the return leg, when 
the specially prepared 
‘salt spec’ Octavia hit 
228.647mph. The 

previous record had 


stood since 1998, but a 
series of tweaks to the 
surprisingly standard 
Octavia set a new 
benchmark. 

The 2.0-litre TSI petrol 
engine, used for all the 
Octavia’s top speed runs, 
had a new, larger 
turbocharger as well as 
stronger conrods and key 
load-bearing elements in 
the engine. 

However, the pistons, 
valves, gaskets and 
almost all other 
components were 
standard, simply using a 
more explosive type of 
racing fuel. 

Speed record 

regulations state that for 
a car to still be considered 


a ‘production car’, only 
certain modifications can 
be made. Even so, with 
the larger turbo providing 
much more boost than 
standard, the final, 
record-breaking run was 
achieved with the car 
putting almost 600bhp 
through the front tyres - 
three times what the 
street-ready Octavia vRS 
has.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
